n , }• ^ lis I discussed with Mr. Uoyd, Acting Deputy 

Director (Support), the problem facing the Office of Security in 
the loss of clerical employees. The recently inroosed ceiling re- 
sulted in the Office of Security having on board 9 more than the 
current authorization. The Director of Security had indicated 
to me previously that he would reduce his force by attrition in 
professional positions. 


2. Mr. Lloyd agreed that the Office of Personnel might re- 
place attrition in the clerical categories even though the Office 
of Security remains over its current authorization. Such replace- STATINTL 
ments are to be on a one for one basis.
